NOTE: Although claim 1 is amended by incorporating content of claim 5, the amended claim 1 requires new 
consideration. In the previous prosecution stages dependent claims (for instance, claims 2-A) were considered in view of structure Ir of 
claim 1 , but not the structure of Claim 5. . 



Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application In condition for allowance because: 1 . Applicant argues that Relsch does not teach 
polymers, but oligomers. However, polymers distinguish from oligomers only by their molecular weight. There Is no MW limitations claimed 
In Independent claim 1, as well no definition of "polymer" presented in the Specification. 2. Regarding Relsch, Applicant argues that no 
homopolymers disclosed by the reference. However, there is no evidence that the reference uses the second comonomer. Therefore, the 
position Is taken that Relsch discloses a homopolymer. 3. Regarding Kim, Applicant argues that although Kim evidences that cIs-structure 
Is preferable. It does not relates to the present Invention. Examiner disagrees. It Is clear that cis-lsomer produces more compact packing, 
which Is more efficient for creating conjugated structures (see page 2040). 4. Applicant submits that In respect to polymers 5 and 6, 
Isomerlsatlon Is the only parameter determining their physical properties. However, such parameters as MW, MWD and method of 
preparation are not defined In Table 1. It is also clear that, for instance, those polymers have different melting points and require different 
conditions for the film preparation. Therefore, set of data represented in Table 1 is not sufficient to draw the conclusion above. . 
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
